1 . Claims 72-86 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 72 of 
the current application teaches similar subject matter as the prior art of Takahashi (US 
5,926,285), Uekane (US 5,559,554), Finelli (US 4,937,676), and Kozuki (US 4,507,689). 
However Claim 72 is allowed for the reason's pointed out by the applicant's remarks 
(page 7, 1st paragraph). Specifically, the prior art fails to teach "a printer iiaving a 
button on said printer housing portion, depression of said button releasing said 
display device from said guide rail". 

3. Claims 73-86 are allowed for being dependent on an allowable base claim.
